RAILWAY BOARD CUTS GRAIN 
RATE EFFECTIVE FIFTEENTH 


OTTAWA, Sept. 2.—(Canadian 
Press.)—Under an order issued to- 
day by the railway commission, the 
Canadian Pacific and Canadian Na- 
tional railways 
tariffs, effective not later than the 
15th of September, reducing rates 
on grain and flour to Pacific ports 
for export to the same rates, pro- 
portioned to distances, as grain and 
flour would carry if moving east- 
ward for export. 

A saving of over four cents per 
bushel over the present export rates 
west will be the result of the filing 
of the new tariff. 

Result of B. C) Application. 

The order of the board results 
from the application of the province 
of British Columbia for equalization 
of grain rates on westbound traffic 
with those on grain moving east-

Commissioner R. A. McKeown and 
Commissioner Frank Oliver, and the

port. The promoter of this project 
is Dexter P. Cooper, who was asso- 
ciated with his brother, Hugh L. 
Cooper, in the successful effort to 
harness Niagara falls, and in the 
building of the great hydroelectric 
power plant ‘at Keokuk, Ia., on the 
Mississippi river. 

Such an indorsement of the plan 
to harness and utilize the Fundy 
tides removes the enterprise from 
the realm of speculation. It is 
promised that with an outlay of ap- 
proximately $75,000,000 there can 
be generated and distrajuted energy 
representing from 500,000 to 700,000 
horsepower perpetually, This, it is 
eXplained, is twice the power which 
it is proposed to generate at Muscle 
Shoals. At winter 
the Maine legislature considered the 
proposal to grant a charter author- 
izing a corporation to be later 
formed to proceed with this develop 
ment. But as the project was one 
which combined the proposal to 
market a part of the power thus de- 
veloped in sections outside the state, 
it was deemed prudent to submit the 
plan to the people for their decision, 
It is announced that Gov. Ralph O. 
Brewster, the present chief exeécu- 
tive, has given his sanction to the 


its session last 


plan, pending the result of the popu- , 


lar referendum, which ‘will take 
place on Sept. 14, less than a month 
hence, 

The thought of the people in coun- 
tries other than the United States is 
turning to the possibility of similar 
development. England is conduct- 
ing extensive experiments at the 
mouth of the Severn, France also 
is investigating possible sources of 
power at the mouth of her rivers. 
What might not have been an eco- 
nomic possibility a century, or even 
a half century ago, is now mads 
almost an economic necessity. The 
use of power, whether generated by 
coal or fuel oils, is more general 
now than at any previous time. And 
with the increased use of power 
there has come an era of high coal 
prices, coupled with what is felt 
to be the uncertainty of a continu- 
ous petroleum supply. Then, too, it 
bas been only within recent years, 
comparatively, that the possibility 
of transmitting hydroelectric power 
long distances without considerable 
loss was proved. The market for 
horsepower from the tides of 
Fundy may be a thousand miles in- 
land. The possibilities of the plan 
ure too great to be easily estimated, 
or even comprehended, 


the 


Maine, it would seem, has much 
to gain and nothing to lose by the 
carrying out of this great develop- 
ment project. The initial invest- 
ment will be in the neighborhood of 
$75,000,000 or more, and much of 
this will be paid to workmen and 
for materials which the quarries and 
factories of the state will supply. 

On the Rance river at St. Malo, 
in France, on the Severn at its 
mouth, in England, and in the Bay 
of Fundy between Maine and New 
Brunswick, the tides run higher than 
at any other point in the world, the 
range being the highest in the latter 
place. By range is meant the vert- 
ical measure-from the highest mark 
reached at flood to the lowest mark 
at ebb of consecutive tides, There, 
in ceaseless undulations, the ocean 
offers its tireless energy as a con- 
structive force to be utilized for the 
comfort, happiness and well-being of 
mankind.

Reductions in grain rates from 
Alberta to the Pacific coast which 
will mean hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in saving to the farmers of 
the province, have come about as a 
result of an order by the Board of 
Railway Commissioners equalizing 
grain rates west-bound with those 
east- bound. 

A. Chard, Freight Traffic Super- 
visor of the Provincial Government, 
issued the following statement on 
the order: 

“The announcement from Ottawa 
that the Railway Board has eqtal- 
ized the grain rates west-bound with 
those east-bound sounds .the death 
knell to all opposition to the western 
route, September 2nd, 1925, will go 
down in history as a red letter day 
for the Province of Alberta as well 
as for the Pacific ports, for, as 
water will run down hill, so will 
traffic follow the lines of least re- 
sistence. The, equalized rate in the 
shorter haul “will inevitably produce 
a smallem cost, consequently A\l- 
berta’s wheat will export via Paci- 


fic ports. Now that the permit SYS: |

Ibs. Tofield is 807 miles from Van- 
couver; taking 800 miles as an 
average haul, the reduction In cost 
will be 2 7-10 cents per bushel of 
wheat. 

“In 1923 fifty-five million bushels 
passed through one elevator in Van- 
couver. With the storage capacity 
now over four times as great at that 
port, and a new elevator being con- 
structed at Prince Rupert and ne 
dearth of shipping space, Alberta 
will experience no inconvience in 
sending all her wheat westward this 
year. If fifty million bushels go this 
route at a saving of an average of 
2 cents per bushel, one million dol- 
lars more will remain in the pockets 
of the Alberta farmers. 

“While the specific application on 
which this judgement was rendered 
was launched by the Province of 
British Columbia, it was only a 
follow-up to the Railway Commis 
sion after an appeal to the Privy 
Council by the Province of Alberta 
and British Columbia in 1928 a 
gainst the decision rendered by the 
Board of British Columbia’s applica- 
tion for remova of the mountain 
differential. After the heaxing by 
the Privy Council, the Board order- 
ed a 10° reduction on the west- 
bound grain rates, which came into 
effect in October, 1923. The applica- 
tion was launched by British Colum 
bia and was heard at Vancouver in 
November, 1924, The Government
